To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Chatham : 

Miss  Mary  I'Lllen  M.-Llicrtw  a  j^-raduate  of  the  three- 
year  elementary  course  at  the  Corham  Normal  school, 
is  the  only  new  teacher  on  oiu-  staff  this  year.  We  have 
been  pleased  with  her  work. 

It   is  i)roper  at  this  time  to  express  our  regard  and 
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appreciation  for  the  hig-h  class  service  rendered  to  our 
schools  for  man}-  years  bv  j\lis.s  Alice  Charles  who  re- 
signed last  snnimer.  ]\Jiss  Charles  was  alwa\s  a  faith- 
ful, an  efficient  and  an  interested  teacher.  Graduates 
of  the  Eastman  school  are  excellent  witnesses  of  the 
ettective   teaching-    which    the}-   received. 

The  Green  Hill  School  has  had  much  sickness  of 
various  kinds  and  attendance  has  been  imor.  The  sit- 
uation is.  howex'er.  very  fa\"orable.  These  epidemics 
make  things  seem  ]M-ettv  discouraging  to  teachers  and 
parents  but  they  cannot  be  helped,  and  at  the  end  oi  the 
year  we  usually  tind  that  the  teachers  have  made  n\'> 
the  losses. 

The  total  registration  in  Chatham  schools  this  vear 
is  ab(mt  ten  pupils  less  than  last  year.  The  g"eogTapli}- 
of  Chatham  is  such  that  a  minimum  number  of  three 
schools  has  seemed  justifiable.  Mowe\-er.  the  state 
board  of  education  ^^■ill  imdoubtedlv  question  the  neces- 
sit}-  o\  continuing  three  schools  for  about  >v^  pupils  in 
all.  Our  budget  has  been  made  up  on  the  basis  of  main- 
taining the  three  schools  but  the  situation  should  be 
canvassed  by  the  school  board  early  in  the  stmimer 
with  a  view  to  the  feasibilitv  of  an\-  other  possibilitv.
